REARED HER CHILDREN 


Susanna Wesley was the mother 
of John Wesley and of Charles 
Wesley. She bore nineteen chil- 
dren in all. She was a strong and 


devout woman and there can be’ 


no doubt of her great share in 
forming the characters and lives 
of her two eminent sons, the found- 
ers of Methodism. 

John Wesley had his mother 
write down for him some of the 
rules by which she reared her chil- 
dren. They are published in John 
Wesley’s Journal. As you read it 
you can see how this Godly mother 
absorbed and took to heart the 
teaching of the Word of God about 
correcting children. She knew the 
meaning of Proverbs 23:13, 14: 
“Withhold not correction from the 
child; for if thou beatest him with 
the rod, he shall not die. Thou 


ghalt beat him with a rod, and 


deliver his soul from hell.” We 
suggest that if mothers and fa- 
thers who read this want to rear 
some great preachers for God, or 
even law-abiding, earnest Chris- 
tians, they take heed to the rules 
followed by Susanna Wesley. 


We select the following, pages 
94 to 97 of The Heart of John Wes- 
ley’s Journal: : 

July 24, 1732 

“Dear Son—According to your 
desire, I have collected the 
principal rules I observed in 
educating my family; which I 
now send you as they occurred 
to my mind, and you may (if 
you think they can be of use 
to any) dispose of them in 
what order you please. 


* * * 


“When turned a year old. 
(and some before), they were 
taught to fear the rod, and to 
cry softly; by which means 
they escaped abundance of cor- 
rection they might otherwise 
have had; and that most odious 
noise of the crying of children 
was rarely heard in the house; 
but the family usually lived in 
as much quietness as if there 


,dulgence. 


had not been a child among 
them. 
* * * 

“Conquer the Child’s Will 

“In order to form the minds 
of children, the first thing t 
be done is to conquer their will 
and bring them to an obedient 
temper. To inform the under- 
standing is a work of time, and 
must with children proceed by 
slow degrees as they are able 
to bear it: but the subjecting 
the will is a thing which must 
be done at once; and the soon- 
er the better. For by negiect- 
ing timely correction, they will 
contract a stubbornness and 
obstinacy which is hardly ever 
after conquered; and never, 
without using such severity as 
would be as painful to me as 
to the child. In the esteem of 
‘the world they pass for kind 
and indulgent, whom I call 
cruel, parents who permit their 
children to get habits which 
they know must be afterwards 
broken. Nay, some are so 
stupidly fond, as in sport to 
teach their children to do 
things which, in a while after, 
they have severely beaten 
them for doing. 

‘“‘Whenever a child is cor- 
rected, it must be conquered; 
and this will be no hard mat- 
ter to do, if it be not. grown 
headstrong by too much in- 
And when the will 
of a child is totally subdued, 
and it is brought to revere and 
stand in awe of the parents, 


then a great many childish 
follies and inadvertences 
may: be passed by. Some 


should be overlooked and taken 
no notice of, and others mildly 
reproved; but no wilful trans- 
gression ought ever to be for- 
given children, without chas- 
tisement, less or more, as the 
nature and circumstances of 
the offense require.

In Minden, Louisiana, some years 
ago, I visited in the office of a 
fine Catholic man. He was a col- 
lege graduate, a fourth degree 
Knight of Columbus, a cultured

John 5:24 which says, “Verily, 
verily, I say unto you, He that 
heareth my word, and believeth on 
him that sent me, hath everlasting 
life, and shall not come into con- 
demnation; but is passed from 
death unto life.” I called the at- 
tention of this new Catholic friend 
of mine to the statement of Jesus 
that one could, by hearing the 
words of Christ and trusting in 
Him, have everlasting life, and be 
already passed out of death into 
life, so that he -would never come 
into»condemnation; that one could 
be’ saved now, already forgiven, 
born again, and sure of a home in 
Heaven! 
“But the church says... .” he 
said, and he set in to tell me the

unless he was an unusually saintly 
character, he would probably go to 
purgatory and there after many 
masses were said by priests, by the 
awful suffering, the loyal Catholic 
might be finally purged and pro- 
moted into Heaven.

How To Be Saved and Know It 


Look carefully at what that 
verse of Scripture says. 

First, it says that God has given 
us eternal life. That is another way 
of saying that salvation is free. 
God is not selling salvation. He is 
giving salvation. John 3:16 and 17 
tells us the same thing, “For God 
so loved the world, that he gave 
his only bégotten Son, that who- 
soever believeth in him, should not 
perish, but have everlasting life. 
For God sent not his Son into the 
world to condemn the world; but 
that the world through him might 
be saved.” 

Salvation is free! 

That is the meaning of Ephe- 
sians 2:8 and 9, which says: 

“For by grace are ye saved 
through faith; and that not of 
yourselves; it is the gift of 
God: ; 

‘Not of works, 
man should boast.’ 
You can’t work for salvation. It 

comes because of the loving mercy 
or grace of God. Salvation is the 
gift of God! 

So First John 5:11 says that 
“God hath given to us eternal life.” 

Second, the. same verse says, 
“And this life is in his Son.’ The 
only salvation God ever gave any- 
body is in Jesus Christ. Christ is 
God’s plan of salvation. Christ 
came into the world to save sin- 
ners. Nobody else came to save 
them, and nobody else can save 
them. God has no other mediator; 
He has not put salvation into any- 
one else’s hand to distribute. There 


lest any 


‘|are some people who think that 


salvation is in the church, but they 
are wrong. Salvation is in Christ. 
There are some who believe that 
salvation is in the hands of the 
priesthood, but they are wrong. 
Salvation is in the hands of Christ 
Himself personally. Some people 
are taught that by ordinances of 
the church, salvation can be given; 
that in baptism at the hands of a 
minister, or in partaking of the 
Lord’s Supper at the altar, they 
may take salvation. But salvation 
is not in priests nor preachers and 
not in ordinances nor churches. 
Salvation is in the hands of Je- 
sus Christ alone. “This is the rec- 
ord, that God hath given to us 
eternal life, and this life is in his 
Son,” 

When any poor sinner confess- 


es to a priest his sins, and the 


priest promises him forgiveness 
the priest either ignorantly or wil- 
fully deceives the confessing sin- 
ner. God has not turned salvation 
over to priests. When an earnest 
soul prays to the Virgin Mary, ask- 
ing her to intercede with Christ, 
he does wrong and _ dishonors 
Christ, for salvation is not in Mary. 
It is in God’s Son, Jesus Christ. 
And when one prays to the saints, 
hoping that these saints will inter- 
cede, or that their righteous deeds 
may be put to his account, such 
praying dishonors Christ and is 
useless and worse than useless. Sal- 
vation is not in the hands of saints, 
not at all. Neither priests, nor 
Mary, nor saints can save nor help 
save. All the salvation God ever 
gives, He gives directly through 
His Son. There is no proxy that 
can come between Jesus Christ and 
a lost soul. We can preach or wit- 
ness or pray, but each one must, 
in his heart, come directly to Christ 
for salvation. 

One Scripture makes that plain 
forever. First Timothy 2:5 says: 

“For there is one God, and 
one mediator between God and 
men, the man Christ Jesus.”’ 

Just as surely as there is one 
God only, ’so there is only one medi- 
ator between men and God. And 
that Mediator is Jesus Christ. Only 
one! Not Mary, not the saints, not 
a priest; but Jesus alone, is the 
Mediator between God and men. 

Jesus well said, “I am _ the 
door” (John 10:7). 

Jesus said, ‘I am the way, and 
the truth, and the life; no man 
cometh unto the Father, but by 
me” (John 14:66). 


Any preacher who pretends that 
when he sprinkles a baby, he is 
helping save that baby, is a usurp- 
er, a false prophet, pretending to 
take the place of Jesus Christ, 


which he cannot do. There is only 


one mediator, the Scripture says. 

Any mother and father who 
bring their child for sprinkling or 
christening, and take solemn vows 


for the child, are taking on them- | 


selves too much. They cannot save 
the child, they cannot take vows 
for the child. And if they teach 


the child that he has become a 
child of God, or has gained. any 
favor at all with God by being 
sprinkled as a baby, they are guilty 
of wicked sin.. They may so deceive 
the child and damn his soul by 
letting him believe that he has ob- 
tained some merit or some stand- 
ing by that act. 

Even if an aduit is baptized, and 
even baptized in the Scriptural 
form, by immersion, and if the 


minister teaches that in the act of. 


baptism- one _ receives* salvation, 
then he is guilty of claiming for 
himself that which belongs only 
and solely to Jesus Christ. “There 
is ohne God, and one mediator be- 
tween God and men, the man 
Christ Jesus.” 

Proxy religion is out of the ques- 
tion in New Testament Christiani- 
ty. Jesus Christ is the only proxy, 
the only mediator, the only go- 
between, the only channel of sal- 
vation. 

When I showed First Timothy 2: 
5 to a Catholic woman in Wash- 
ing, D. C., in April of this year, 
she looked at it with glad interest 
and soon saw that Jesus Christ 
alone could save; and she put her 
happy trust in Him. But she said, 
“I never would have believed it if 
you hadn’t showed it to me in the 
Bible. I thought that the Virgin 
Mary, and the saints, and the 
priests, could be mediators or go- 
betweens for me. But I see that the 
Bible says it can be nobody but Je- 
sus Christ Himself.” 

So First John 5:11 tells.us that 


“God has given us eternal life, 
‘AND THIS LIFE IS IN HIS SON.” 


The third thing this passage 
tells us is that when you get Je- 
sus you get everything elise per- 
taining to salvation. When you get 
Jesus you get everlasting life. “He 
that hath the Son hath life; and he 
that hath not the Son of God, hath 
not life.” 


In Dubuque, Iowa, I had revival 


services in the First Presbyterian 


Church. One night when I preached 
on trusting Christ, a seventeen- 
year-old boy, a fine young fellow, 
came to trust in Christ. How 
wholehearted and sincere he was! 

A few nights later I preached on 
the words of Jesus to Nicodemus, 
“Ye Must Be Born Again.” And 
when the invitation was given here 
came that same seventeen-year-old 
boy again, at once, to take my 
hand. He said, “Brother Rice, the 
other night I trusted Christ to be 
my Saviour, and now I want to be 
born again.” 

I explained to him that when he 
trusted Christ and when Jesus 
Christ came into his heart, he got 
everything that God had in con- 
nection with salvation. He got a 
new heart, he was born again into 
the family of God, his sins were 
all forgiven, his name was written 
down in Heaven, and he had ever- 
lasting life. 

“Well, I wanted to be sure I had 
everything,” he said. 

Dear friend, when you have Je- 
sus Christ, you have “everything” 
in the way of salvation. ‘‘He that 
hath the Son hath life.” 

To be a Christian, then, does not 
mean believing a certain creed. It 
doés not mean joining a certain 
church. It does not mean living a 
certain kind of life. To be a Chris- 
tian means simply to have Christ. 
When you open your heart and 
trust Christ to come in and save 
you, He does. When you have the 
Son, you have the life. If you do 
not have the Son, you do not have 
life. 


lll. He Is Yours When You Believe 
In Him, Trust Him 


It is true that God has given us 
freely everlasting life. It is also 
true that this life is in His Son, 
and that “He that hath the Son, 
hath lifé.” But how do we get 
Christ and the life that is in Him? 
Salvation is given to us, but how 
do we receive it? : 

That question is answered in 
these words, “These things have I 
written unto you that believe on 
the name of the Son of God; that 
ye may know that ye have eternal 
life, and that ye may belteve on the 
name of the Son of God.” 

Only those who have believed on 
the Son of God may know that 
they have eternal life. And this is 
written that people ‘‘may believe 
on the name of the Son of God.” 

We receive Christ, and the sal- 
vation that is in Him, when we 
trust Him. 

Believe as used in this passage 
does not mean that we believe a 
creedal statement. It does not mean 
that we simply believe that Jesus 


Christ is the Son of God. “The 
devils also believe, and tremble” 
(James 2:19). But to believe the 
historical facts about Christ, is not 
saving faith, and does not obtain 
the salvation that is in Christ. 

Just to believe that the bank. in 

your city is a sound bank, safely 
managed, and honestly admin- 
istered, is not enough to do you 
any good. As long as you do not 
deposit your money in the bank, 
but leave it in a sock under the 
mattress, or in a vase on the man- 
tle, your belief about the bank 
cannot do you any good. It cannot 
save or protect your money from 
thieves. There is no “saving faith” 
in the bank until you deposit your 
money with the bank and risk the 
bank, depend upon the bank. 
You may believe that a certain 
doctor is capable, well-trained, re- 
liable, a skillful physician. But 
your mental agreement with those 
facts has nothing to do with get- 
ting you well if you are sick. In 
that case “saving faith’ in the 
doctor would mean that ‘you must 
call the doctor and turn your case 
over to him, risk him, depend upon 
him, reply upon him to get you 
well, through the skill God has 
given him. 

No matter what you _ believe 
about a ferryboat, it will not take 
you across the river until you get 
on it. 

And no matter what you believe 
about Jesus Christ, He cannot be 
your Saviour until you trust Him. 
Saving faith means that you must 
depend upon Jesus, personally; 
that you risk Him, rely upon Him, 
commit yourself to Him. 

In that sense, then, those who 
believe in the name of the Son of 
God have everlasting life, have sal- 
vation. 

How many, many times this is 
stated in the Bible. Look at these 
promises from the gospel of John: 

“But as many as received 
him, to them. gave he power 
to become the sons of God, 
even to them that believe on 
his name.” — John 1:12, 

“For God so loved the world, 
that he gave his only begotten 
Son, that whosoever believeth 
in him should not perish, but 
have everlasting life.” 

— John 3:16. 

“He that believeth on him 
is not condemned: but he that 
believeth not is condemned al- 
ready, because he hath not be- 
lieved in the name of the only 
begotten Son of God.” 

— John 3:18. 

“He that believeth on the 
Son hath everlasting life: and 
he that believeth not the Son 
shall not see life; but the 
wrath of God abideth on him.” 

— John 3:36. 

“Verily, verily, I say unto 
you, He that heareth my word, 
and believeth on him that sent 
me, hath everlasting life, and 
shall not come into condemna- 
tion; but is passed from death 
unto life.” — John 5:24. 

“And this is the will of him 
that sent me, that every one 
which seeth the Son, and be- 
lieveth on him, may have ever- 
lasting life: ‘and I will raise 
him up at the last day.” 

, s —dJohn 6:40. 

“Verily, verily, I say unto 

you, He that believeth on me 
hath everlasting life.” 

—John 6:47. 

You see that many, many times 
it is plainly said that one who 
believes in Christ (that is, one 
who trusts Him and depends upon 
Him) has everlasting life, has sal- 
vation. 

Peter said to Cornelius, about 
Jesus Christ: 

“To him give all the proph- 
ets witness, that through his 
name whosoever believeth in

“And by him, all ‘that be- 
lieve are justified from all 
things, from which ye could 
not be justified by the law of 
Moses.” . — Acts 13:38, 39.

“Believe on the Lord Jesus 
Christ, and thou shalt be 
saved.” — Acts 16:31. 
And that is the way the rest of 

the Bible speaks on this subject, 
too, Everywhere we find it plain- 
iy taught that one who trusts in 
Jesus Christ, depends upon Him, 
relies on Him, and takes Him at 
His word that He is willing and 
ready to forgive — everyone who 
so believes in Christ is saved. 

“For whosoever shall call upon 
the name of the Lord shall be 
saved,’ we are told in Romans 10: 
13. But the next verse shows that 
no one can call upon Christ with- 
out believing on Him. One who 
honestly and earnestly confesses 
Jesus Christ as his Saviour, claims 
Him, is saved; but that is because, 
the Scripture tells us, that ‘‘with 
the heart man believeth unto right- 
eousness (the righteousness of 
God) and with the mouth confes- 
sion is made unto salvation” (Rom. 
10:10). Faith in Jesus Christ, in 
the heart, settles the matter, and 
then the mouth claims it. 

Baptism does not save. Baptism 
is just the answer of a good con- 
science toward God, the open pro- 
fession of one who has already 
trusted in Christ and received sal- 
vation. 

Dear friend who reads this, have 
it settled forever in your heart 
that when you trust Jesus Christ 
and take Him as your own Saviour, 
depending upon Him; then you 
have everlasting life already. 

If you have not done so before, 
will you not here and now trust 
Jesus Christ to forgive all your sins 
and change your heart and save 
your soul? If you will, then first 
close your eyes and tell the Lord 
Jesus so right now. And then next 
tell others. Write me a letter, if 
you will. How glad I would be to 
hear it! And tell others about it, 
and set out to live for Jesus. But 
the instant you really trust Jesus 
Christ in your heart, depending on 
Him to forgive you, as He prom- 
ised to do, then you have everlast- 
ing life. 

‘‘These things have I written un- 
to you THAT BELIEVE ON THE 
SON OF GOD, that ye may know 
that ye have eternal life, and 
THAT YE MAY BELIEVE ON 
THE NAME OF THE SON OF 
GOD.” Salvation is by believing. 


IV. How To Absolutely Know You 
Are Saved 


The Scripture has told us how 
to be saved. God has given us 
eternal life, and this life is in His 
Son; and those who believe in Him 
have that eternal life. That is what 
the Scripture tells us in First 
John 5:11-13. 

And now, how can we KNOW, 
absolutely know that we are al- 
ready saved? 

First of all, we can know be- 


cause it is written down in the| 


Bible! ‘‘These things have I writ- 
ten unto you... . that ye may 
know that ye have eternal life,” 
says the promise we are studying 
here. God has written down for us 
in the Bible many great and pre- 
cious promises. Again and again 
He has promised that one who 
trusts in Jesus Christ has eternal 
life. And the Scripture here was 
written especially so we might 
know we are saved, we who have 
trusted in Christ, believed on Him 
with saving faith. 

It is clear, then, that the place 
to get assurance is the Word of 
God. If you have trusted Christ 
the best you know, given Him your 
heart, and depended on Him to 
Save you, then you must take God’s 
own Word for it that you have 
eternal life. 

Many people want this matter 
settled on feeling. If they can feel 
as shey expected to feel, then they 
will agree that they are saved. But 
human feeling is a very unstable 
thing. No two people will feel ex- 
actly alike under the same circum- 
stances. I have seen brides cry at 
their weddings; I have seen be- 


reaved ones shout the praises of, 


God at a funeral of one dearly be- 
loved; I have seen people perfect- 
ly composed and calm‘in the face 
of horrible disaster! You cannot 
rely on people’s feelings. They do 
not follow a regular pattern. 
When some people are saved they 
weep. When others are saved they 
laugh. Others, when they are 
saved, are very calm and made no 
demonstration at all. Some seem 


overwhelmed with joy, and some 
seem very timidly trusting, hardly 
daring to believe that they are 
really born again. Children are 
often saved in a very matter-of- 
fact and unemotional way, simply 
trusting in Christ without any very 
painful and bitter sense of guilt. 
Others I have seen who wept long 
hours before they could believe that 
God had forgiven them. DO NOT 
DEPEND UPON YOUR FEEL- 
INGS! The Bible does not say 
how one should feel if he is saved, 
and it is foolish to set up any cer- 
tain ecstasy of feeling as the proof 
one is saved. 


A ship went down at sea and the 
Survivors were finally rescued after 
torturous days in an open boat in 
a sea. Some laughed and some 
cried, some were stoically calm. 
They felt differently, but all were 
saved from death in the sea just 
the same. Even in the Bible there 
is a startling difference in the out- 
ward manifestations of those saved 
at Fentecost, Paul on:the road to 
Damascus, and Lydia, who quietly 
felt her heart opened and she re- 
ceived Christ. 


Besides, human feelings do not 
stay the same. A loving young 
couple marries; at first they are 
happy, and then disagreement or 
misunderstanding comes in and 
they are miserable. But they are 
married still. The feelings do not 
change the marriage. Just so a 
sinner trusts Christ and is saved. 
Perhaps at first he is very happy. 
And then later he may fall into 
sin, or neglect to read his Bible 
and pray and may grow cold and 
lose his joy. He still has the same 
Saviour, but he does not have the 
same feelings. Don’t trust your 
feelings! Trust the Bible; it never 
changes! 

Or feelings may work the other 
way around. A new convert may 


be uninstructed, subject to many 


teniptations and defeats, and many 
times wonder if he were’ really 
saved. Later he may grow in 
grace, learn the Bible, and have a 
greatly increased joy, a manifest 
sense of the presence of God. His 
feeling may have increased, but 
his salvation did not increase. 
Feeling varies, or comes and goes; 
so you cannot count on feeling. Do 
not depend on how you feel to 
know whether you are saved or 
not. No, no! Go back to what 
God’s Word has said. If God says 
you are saved, you are. 

And if you have trusted Christ 
that is exactly what God’s Word 
does say; it says. that you are 
saved. “He that believeth on the 
Son hath everlasting life’ (John 
3:36). “Whosoever believeth in 
him should not perish, but have 
everlasting life’ (John 3:16). “He 
that believeth on me hath ever- 
lasting life” (John 6:47). The way 
you are to know you are saved is 
that after you have trusted Christ 
you are to take His Word for it. 
If God said it, it is so. 

People are not saved by feel- 
ing. ‘(God has no promises that you 
will be saved if you feel a cer- 


tain way. So your assurance is to 
be in the Word of God that God 
has forgiven you, has saved you, 


has given you everlasting life be- 
cause He plainly promised it, and 
God cannot lie. 

Some Christians say a very mis- 
leading thing. They say, “I know 
I was saved because I was there 
when it happened.” That sounds 
well, but what that statement im- 
plies is not really true. Such peo- 
ple often mean that you can know 
by a certain glorious “experience” 
that you are saved. But that is 
not necessarily true, as I can quick- 
ly show you. : 

You were “there when it hap- 
pened” when you were born the 
first time, too. When you first saw 
the light of day, when the doctor 
held you up by your heels and 
gave you a spank, and you ut- 
tered a little cry and began regu- 
lar breathing, that was quite an 
experience! But do you, therefore, 
rely on your memory of how you 
felt, to know when you were born 
in this world? How do you know 
who is your father, and who is 
your mother? How do you know 
the date of your birth? Do you 
rely on your memory of the event? 
Do you say, “I know that my 
birthday is such a date because I 
was there when it happened’? Do 


you say, “I know my name is) 


Smith because I was there when 
I was born’? No, no! Though you 
were there, you were very young 


that happened. Besides, your judg- 


You were not acquainted with the 
names of the people present, nor 


look at the calendar to see what 
day it was, when you were born. 
No, in these matters you do not 
rely upon your memory of the ex- 
perience. YOU RELY ON THE 
WORD OF PEOPLE YOU CAN 
TRUST. 

Your mother wrote the date of 
your birth in the family Bible, or 
in a baby book. She told you over

Your mother told you, years lat- | 


er, how old you were, and all the 
other important facts about your 
birth, your name, your father, 
your mother. And if you can rely 
upon another’s word for the facts 
about your first birth, then why 
not rely on the Word of God for 
the facts in your second birth? 


Jesus Christ says in God’s Word! 


that when you put your trust in 
Him, He gave you everlasting life, 
that your sins were forgiven, that 
you were born again. Then do not 
go by your feelings, or by your ex- 
perience, but believe what He said. 
Then you know that you are saved.

How To Be Saved and Know It

verily, I say unto you, He that 
heareth my word, and believeth 
on him that sent me, hath ever- 
lasting life, and shall not come 
into condemnation; but is passed 
from death unto life.” I knew that 
I had heard the Word of God, had 
read it many times. I knew that 
I had trusted Jesus Christ, the best 
I knew how. Soa there suddenly, 
gloriously, came the assurance that 
I was really saved! I know I am 
saved because it is written in the 
Bible. 


There may be some who read 
this who are not sure about your 
salvation. Well, first, make sure 
that you trust Jesus Christ the best 
you know how, trust Him to for- 
give you, claim Him as your Sav- 
iour. And then read carefully 
these promises I have mentioned, 
and be assured by the infallible 
Word of God Himself that your 


sins are forgiven and that you} 


have eternal life through Christ! 
There are other assurances that 


will help, as the days go along. The 
Holy Spirit of God comes in to 
live in your body, when you are 
saved. He it is who regenerates 
you, and makes you into a child 
of God. And then He never leaves 
you. If you quench the Holy Spirit 
by rebellion and grieve Him with 
your sins, naturally He cannot do 
His work perfectly. But if you let 


Him have His way, if you care- 


fully follow the leading of the Holy 
Spirit day by day so that He may 
freely speak to your heart and give 
you the assurance He wants to 
give, then the Holy Spirit will con- 
tinually give clearer assurance that 
your sins are forgiven. 

That is what is meant in Romans 
:15 and 16 which says: 

“For ye have not received 
the spirit of bondage again to 
fear; but ye have received the 
Spirit of adoption, whereby we 
cry, Abba, Father. 

“The Spirit itself pbeareth 
witness with our spvit, that 
we are the children of God.” 
The Holy Spirit gives us a 
blessed sense of freedom when we 
pray, and we feel the love mount 
up in us. We feel the Holy Spirit 
within us helping us to say to God, 
“My dear Father.’ And the Holy 
Spirit bears witness with us that 
we are the children of God. 


Take heed, then, that you do not 
allow sin in your life to grieve the 
Holy Spirit. Take heed that you 
listen carefully to His counsel, and 
you will have the added assurance 
of the Holy Spirit, witnessing in 
your heart, that you are a child of 
God. . 

If you get cold and backslidden, 
if you lose the joy_.of the Lord, if 
you grieve the Holy Spirit until 
vou cannot hear His still, small 
voice, then remember you can still 
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believe the Word of God. When 


you trusted Jesus Christ He saved 
you with an everlasting salvation. 
God’s Word will still say that you 
are saved, when you trusted Christ 
2s Saviour. 

Another assurance that a Chris- 
tian may have is that certain fruits 
can develop in his life. For exam- 
ple, as you grow in grace, you 
will find a real love for Christians, 
a love that is wrought in your heart 
by the Holy Spirit. The new na- 
ture, born of God within you, loves 
other Christians. So we have the 
blessed promise of First John 3: 
14, “‘We know that we have passed 
from death unto life, because we 
love the brethren.” This is simply 
another, an added assurance that 
we are the childen of God. 


But perhaps you have not grown 
in grace as you ought to.
